In page 8, lines 2-4 of the remarks, the Applicant argues that "nothing in Mori teaches or remotely suggests that device independent 
options, separate and distinct from the print job, are stored in a job ticket, separate and distinct from the print job, and then converted into 
one or more printer specific commands." 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagress with the Applicants assertions. First of all, please note that while the Applicant 
makes a distinction between the print job ticket and the print job itself in the arguments, this distinction is not found in the claim language 
itself. The claim language merely talks about a job ticket. Based on the broadly termed subject matter presented in the claim language, 
the Examiner believes that the Mori reference teaches the concept of converting device independent print options to device dependent 
options. Please read column 7, lines 33-41 of the Mori reference. The EMF described here is going through a conversion process. And it 
follows that the EMF reads on print job ticket since the claim language itself is rather vague on what actually constitutes a print job ticket. 

In page 8, line 9-page 9, line 9 of the remarks, the Applicant argues against the Hower reference. Specifically, the Applicant argues 
that the Hower reference does not teach a scenario wherein options stored in a job ticket in device independent format are converted to 
printer specific commands sent to the printer. 

In response, please note that the Hower reference teaches a print job ticket with numerous print options(column 3, line 50-column 4, 
line 10). While Mori teaches the concept of converting to a printer specific format(column 7, lines 33-41). So, by combining Hower and 
Mori, one is able to realize converting job options to printer specific commands sent to the printer. Based on this view, the combination of 
Hower and Mori fully teaches all that is claimed in independent claims. 
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
